The house In which Lincoln died is lo- 


cated on Tenth street, ID Washington, 
directly across the street from Ford'a 
Theater, where Lincoln »to shot down 
by J. Wllles Booth. The most Interest- 
Ing portion o.( the house In, of cours*. 
the roojii In which Lincoln died, and 
which Is preserred as It was at the time 
of bin death, save thet the bed and otber 
furniture has been removed. 


The Lincoln National Museum, which 


now occupies the 
Lincoln 
home, 
and 


which will one day rank as one of the 
most valuable historical possessions of 
the government, had Its Inception at the 
Lincoln homestead, 
at 
Springfield, 
III. 


For 10 years It wan In the making nt the 
Illinois capital, but after tho acquisition 
of tho Lincoln homestead by the State of 
Illinois It was removed to Washington, D. 
C., from which vantage point there tins 
been continued tho never-ceasing search 
for anything and everything bearing upon 
Lincoln's life and work. 


To enumerate even a portion of .the 


treasures contained In this museum would 
require columns of this newspaper, but 
mention of a few of the conspicuous ob- 
jects will convey a hint as to the historic 
wealth. There Is an original block locust 
rail split by Ahrnbnm Lincoln In 1830; the 
office chnlr which he nsed In bis law of- 
fice at Sprlugtield; the last cook stove 
used by Mrs. Lincoln In iho homestead at 
Springfield: tire family cradle, In which the 
Lincoln children were rocked; the Lincoln 
family Bible; the spur worn by the. assas- 
in Booth uod the torn silk flag that 
draped the President's box In Ford's The- 
ater and catching the spur of the murder- 
ous actor as he leaped through the bo» 
after firing (he fatal shot, caused him to 
fall heavily to the stage. 


The other new memorial to Lincoln, 


whl.'h Is contemplated, Is proposed as one 
of the nota.ble architectural features of 
the great plan for the Improvement of the 
City of Washington, formulated by a spe- 
cial commission of architects, artists nnd 
sculptors appointed sometime since by the 
United States Senate.

pleted several hundred thousand dollars,
